* Buffalo, N. Y., March 24 —The In- 
vest into the murder of Edwin U 
dOMlek WM resaiaed lb th« police 
court The widow of the dead man 
continued her testimony. Before the 
^e^rlns opened Diitrlct Attorney 
Cdatawortb Mid that beyond the con- 
tinuation of Mra.Burdlck's hearing his 
plans bad not been formed, and he 
jwduld make no statement ai to who 
■would follow her. Mrs. Eurdlcli's tes- 
timony of the previous day was de- 
voted entirely to her relations with 
Penuell. People began to gather in 
front of the police court at an early 
hour, and when the doors were opened 
a nish was made for seats. There was 
ft preponderance of , women in the 
courtroom. 

District Attorney Coatsworth's ex- 
amination of Mrs. Burdick was all 
that had been promised— thorough, 
searching, probing deep into all the 
details of her relatione with Pennell 
wiMch led to the Implacable enmity 
between Pennell und her husbftad. 

Bit by bit the admissions were 
dragged from her as letter after letter 
wa* shown to her; how Pennell had 
made imtNUSsloned love to her aUd she 
bad given him her heart In return; 
how her husband had discovered their 
gudlty secret and driven her from 
botme; how she had begted to be al- 
iQiired to feturb, lind promised to be a 
good mother and faithful wife; how 
for the sake of her children and liis. 
'Aurdick had accepted hir promise and 
talfen her back; how she broke the 
pfomlse again and again, and Anally 
was driven away for the last time. 

At one point Mr. Coatsworth 
showed a letter written from New 
York by Pennell and addressed to 
Mrs. Burdick. It was as follows: "As 
I looked into your beautiful eye^last 
night I feared there was some trouble 
hidden there I did not know, but I 
. feared it was because of some other 
reaaon than because I was going 
awftjr. If there was, dearest, I wish 
*79ta would tell me. There Is that in 
tlte manner of your husband toward 
{yon tiiat makes me fear sometimes 
thai 1 might kill him." 

It was 10:20 o'dotek when Justice 

Murphy took his seat on the bench. 
Mr. Coatsworth arrived at the saroo 
time. A few minutes later Mrs. Bur- 
,dlck walked Into court. The result of 
^ previous day's ordeal was eyl- 
denced in her pale and worn appear- 
ance. 

"There was an occasion about two 
jrears ago, when you and Mr. Burdick 
'bad quite an altercation at your 
housef" asked Mr. Goatswortb when 
'lire. Burdick bad taken her seat in 
the witness eUlr. . "YM. sir/' was the 
reply. 

"Did you at any time leave your 
family after you returned from Atlan- 
tic City in 1901. and prior to Decem- 
ber, 1902?" "No. sir." 
"D:d Mr. Burdick?" "No, sir." 
"You received a letter from your 
husband from Indianapolis in January 
last year?" "Yes, sir." 

"I will read it. 'Received a letter 
today from A. R..P., the contents of 
which you are familiar. I shall de- 
Qlloe to have any* Interview with 
him.' " In that letter Burdick 4«ld he 
did not intend to come home again. 
Mrs. Burdick wrote a letter In reply 
in which she pleaded with ber btis- 
>d not to persist to hit determine- 
lue for divorce. She made an 
i4|-h«tell pi Uw dilldr«B. de- 
r niai Che divorce Jn^tedlngs 
ilrould crush the children, especially 
itfsrlon. "My Ood, Ed, this must not 
ibe. You can not be so cruel to us 
ilTou have been generous, continue to 
lie so," the letter concluded. Mrs. Bur- 
jdick said she remembered having 
written it. It was dated Jan 27, 1902 
, "That letter was sum dent to induce 
urn to return to bis home?" queried 
■r. Coatsworth. 




In response l^ithls Mf» Burdick 
said she bad an Interview with ber 

husband afterward at his office. She 
asked bim to return to his home. He 
said be intended to. Witness said iPen- 
nell eonght her constantly. 

Jumped From a Window. 
"On what date wan It when you 
you Jumped out of the window on Sev- 
enth streetr* "Deo. t." 

"What church did you go to after 
that?" "The Church of the Ascen- 
sion." 

"What did Burdick say to you when 
you returned home that night?" "1 
told him I had been to ^hureh. He 
'said he knew where I had been, and 

he asked me why I did not let him in 
(Then he knocked. I said I would have 
if I bail known it was him. He then 
told me that I would have to leave the 
house, and he advised me to com- 
municate with Pennell." 

The witness admitted in reply to 
further questions that the complaint 
la the divorce suit was served on her, 
the folloiHng day, Dec. 8. 6he left 
home then, going to Niagara Fails. 
She took her satchel and trunk, and 
all her clothes. She thought she was 
leaving homo for good. Mr. Pennell 
adeom^tiMd her to the FfcHs. She de- 
nied that Pennell went with her to her 
hotel, Dut eald she saw him the next 
day. when he visited her at the hotel. 

Further on In -her testimony Mrs. 
Burdick said she came to Buffalo one 
day during her stay at the Falls. She 
did not see her husband on that oc- 
casion. She saw her mother, however, 
by appointment made over the tele- 
phone. Her mother knew why she 
went to the Palls, witness said, "Mr. 
Burdick bad told her he had caught 
me in a position which he could not 
overlook, and that I would have to 
leave. He said he did not blame me 
as much at he did Pennell; that Pen- 
nell was more to blame than I was." 
Mrs. Penneil's Plea. 

When she left the Palis finally the 
witness averred she came to Buffalo. 
Pennell met her at the station. They 
remained in the station and then she 
started for New York. reachinB there 
the next morning. She went to a 
boardinghouse. and thence to a hotel 
In Fifty-ninth street. Mr. Pennell 
went to New York with her, staying 
seven days. Mrs. Pennell accompanied 
them. Pennell visited ber every day. 
From New York withciU left for At- 
lantic City. 

Mr. Coatsworth showed a letter 
written by Mrs. Pennell. dated Dec. 
29. 1952, to Burdick. In It Mrs. Pen- 
nell Kald she wantt'd to warn him and 
pleaded with bim to take Mrs. Bur- 
dick home, and not blast th« Uvea of 
his children. She told bim Mrs. Bur- 
dick was about to leave New York for 
Atlantic C'ifv, and that he should call 
her back before she left. Another let- 
ter written by Mrs. Pennell to Bur- 
dick was read. It was another plea 
that be drop the divorce proceedings 
and consent to the return of Mrs. Bur- 
dick for tlie sake of his children, de- 
claring that they needed a mother's 
love and care. Mrs. Pennell urged 
him to trust bis wife once more. 

The district attorney here reverted" 
to the divorce action. Mrs. Burdick 
said that Pennell mana,E;ed everything 
for her In relation to it. She denied 
that she had engaged the detectives 
who followed Burdick. Pennell did all 
that Proceeding, Mrs. Burdick said 
she returned to Buffalo In a week or 
10 days from Atlantic City to get the 
contents of the box in the safety de- 
posit vault She did so because Pen- 
nell had been refused access (o it. She 
remained in Buffaki several days, stop* 
ping at a hotel. 

"Mr. Burdick told me if I mad« ao 
defense I could have the children bftlt 
of the time, so I thought I had better 
not make a defense Afterwards I 
thought I would make a defense and 
save my honor." 
."Your honor?" "Yes, my honor." 

Pennell Promised Msrrlage. 

"At f^e time you and Pennell de- 
cided to put In no defense you sup- 
posed Pennell would get a dlToree 
from his wife?" "Yes." 

"And K was after Mrs. Pennell b|d 
refused to permit Pennell to get ft A- 
vorce that you decided to defend yq^r 
suit?" "No, Mrs. Pennell nevet poM- 
Uvely refused or agreed." 

"Did not Pennell tell you that bis 
wife would not agree, and did you 
then decide to defend the Suit?" "No, 
be decided that himself." 

"What was JPenaell foing to do with 
you after you #ere divorced?" "He 
said ho would go out west and get t 
divorce from his wife, and marry me." 

Mrs. fiurdick said she did not know 
that Pennell made provision tor the 
payment of t26,0<)Q to support hht 
through life, and denied that be evAr 
paid that sum. She did not know 
whether be had assigned any of his 
life Insurance policies over to ber. She 
did- not know that Pennell had made 
any p>3visieB for her. Pennell went 
with her fi^m New York to Atlantic 
City, and stayed tliere fot* a week. On 
the way to the train they talked about 
the divorce proceedings. He told ber 
she need not worry;, that everything 
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^tm going oft ^1 rtgi^t, and thai she 
had k good defeiUMf: that she nould 
get the divorce InstMd of her h«il|ted 

getting It, 

Murder of Burdick. 
"What were you engaged at Wed- 
nesday evening, Feb. 267" "I think I 
was In my room in the hotel reading 
I think I was tired and went to bed 
early " 

"Did you receive a telegram from 
your mother nest morning?" "Yet, a 
telegram that Mr. Burdick was dead." 

"when you got the telegram from 
your mother announc!ne Rurdick's 
death, what reply, did you send?" "l 
replied that I would bft homft the fol- 
lowing morning." 

"Did yon 'also telegraph to Pen- 
nell?" "Yes, I wired him to meet me 
at the station." 

"You arrived that Friday morning; 
did you see Mrs Hulir "Yes. sir." 

"Did you ask ber how it happened?" 
"Why. fmi I Skid. 'Mamma, what in 
the world his happened?' and she 
said, 'Ed is dead, and he has been 
piurdered right in his own house.' " 

"Did you hear from Pennell that 
day?" "I got a brief note from him, 
in whiefi he iald he was sorry that he 
had been at the Falls when my tele- 
gram arrived, so be could not meet 
roe." 8le did not reply she said, nor 
did she communicate with bim in any 
way aftei' that. She never saw Pen- 
nell again after be left her on tlM 
train going to Atlantic City. 

BViTO H LEFT OPEB. 

Flying Passenger Tmln Crashes Into 

a Stitncllng Krt-lght. 
Bloom Ington, Ills., March 24.— Traf- 
fic on the Peoria and Eastern branch 
of the Big Four was blocked by a cost- 
ly collision between an eastbourd pas- 
senger train end a westbound freif;ht. 
The latter was on a sidetrack at Tre- 
mont. but the switch had been left 
open and the passenger crashed into 
tbe freight while going at a high rate 
of speed Both engines were demol- 
ished, and much other damage caused 
to equipment. Eight persons were in- 
jured, none fatally. The four most 
badly bun Were: James Jarvts, con- 
ductor. Indianapolis; Miss Forney 
Russell, Tremout; John H. Issenmey- 
er, Peoria. 

Subsidized Ocean Service. 
London, March 24. — An agreement 
has been signed between tbe Domin- 
ion government and the Allen line tor 
the establishment of a subsidised 'fast 
service between Canada and Glasgow 
and I.iveri)ool. The agreement stipu- 
lates that the steamers are to make 
at least 21 knots, and specifications 
for a large steamer of this speed are 
now being prepared. The vessels will 
be built on the Clyde, on the Tyne and 
at Belfast. The service will be started 
within two years. To facilitate the 
carrying* out of the contract an im- 
portant agreement has been entered 
Into between thi Allan line and tbe 
Orftnd Trunk railroad of Canndft. 

Coal Bargee Sink. 

Pittsburg. March 14. — Sixty-four 

barges of coal belonging to the .lom s 
ft Laughlin Steel company were swept 
from their moorings above the Twen- 
ty-second street bridge by the rising 
water, and 82 of the barges were 
sunk In the Monongahela river Many 
of the barges were wrecked, wliile go 
ing over the dam, but a large number 
were sunk by coming in contact with 
the Panhandle, Smithfleld street and 

Point bridges. Several lie in the reg 
ular channel of tbe river, making It 
dangerous for all vi'.ssrls, and it is 
thought blasting will have to be re- 
sorted to ,in order to clear tbe river 
bed. Tbe loss will be heavy. 

Murderer Ilectrocuted. 

Plattsburg, N. Y., March 14. — 

"Whltey" Sullivan was electrocuted at 
Dannemora prison for the murder of 
Mathew Wilson. nlKht watchman ot 
the Flrs't National bank of Coblesklll 
on Nov. 26, 1900. Sullivan was a mem- 
ber of a gang that tried to rob the 
bank on that night, and Wilson was 
shot in a flght with the thieves. "Oow" 
Hinch, another of the gang, is in Dan- 
ftemora prtaioa under eentenee of 
death for participation in tbe same 
erlme.

CASE NOW IN UNiTeO STATES COUIT. 



Indiana Companies Are the Defcn* 
dants and T^ejr Are Olven Until 
April • to' Show Why l^Jane- 
tlon Should Hot Be Persanaeat. 



ChlcaKo. Mairh 24. — Ten Indiana 
coal companies and ten individual 
operators were restrained by Judge 
Kohlsaat In tbe United States circuit 
court from continuing their combina- 
tion for the reKulation of eoal prices 
and output The defendants were 
given until April 6 to show cause why 
the 9rder should not be made l^r- 
petuhl. 

The rorporatlons ami individuals 
enjoined are the same recently tried 
in the state court on the charge of 
raising the price of coal and reatrict- 

Ing the output In Illlfiols, thus caus- 
ing the coal famine In Chicago last 
winter. Judge ChetlaIn dismissed the 
case on the grounds that the offense 
committed was against the federal 
law and not against the statutes ot 
Illinois. The defendants are: The 
Crescent Coal and Mining company, 
Uriiittle Creek Coal comiiany. Wabash 
Valley Coal company, Uak Hill Coal 
and Mining company. Goal Bluff Mln- 
Ing company, Parke County Coal com- 
pany, Olenn Oak Coal and kilning 
(oiiipaiiy. N'l viiis Coal company, Indi- 
ana Fuel company, McClellan Sons & 
company, corporations; Jane Shlrkie, 
Wlalter S. Bogle, Hugh Shirkle, Max 
Richberg, J. J. Higglns, J. Smith Tal- 
ley, Jos<>ph .Martin, Kdward .Shlrkie, 
H. R. McClellan and John Shirkle. 

The injunction granted will stand 
until further order of cqurt It recites 
that the action of the court Is taken 
tipnii the application of t'nifed .states 
District Attorney S. H. Hethea.. and 
upon the alfldavite of Assistant States 
Attorney Albert C. Barnes. .The de- 
fendants are restrained from entering 
into any combination among them- 
selves to ship the bituminous coal 
mined and to be mined on their prop- 
erty in Indiana to tbe Crescent Coal 
and Mining company In Chicago, for 
uniform sale liy that company to con- 
sumers, in (arloiui lot.s, on their sev- 
eral accounts, at prices arljitrai-iiy 
fixed by them or their representatives, 
In such a manner as to deetroy com- 
petition lif t ween themselves as to the 
sale of sn< li Kial as is or may be the

mSMEN OYESOOm 

In a FIru That Piuiiases a Large 
ItMlIding Ht rittKlMirg. 
Pittsburg, March 1 - Kire brol^o 
out In the large 8-story brick building 
occupied by the McElveen Furniture 
company, and before the flames were 
controlled the three upper floors were 
gutted and the stocl< of the lower 
floors was badly damaged by water. 
Tbe fire started in the packing room 
on the fifth floor, and spread so rap< 
Idly that for a time it was feared the 
entire structure would lie destroyed. 
On the upper Hoors of the latter build- 
ing many girls and women were em- 
ployed in the manufacture of clothing, 
and a panic ensued, but all reached 
the s'reet In safety Two firemen, 
Daniel lacUson and Harry Scheckler, 
were overcome by the smolte and 
were carried out of the building ud- 
eonseious, but It Is thought they will 
recover The loss Is estimated at 
1150,000. 

Eruption of Soufrlere.

CONTEST AHEAD 

For Beckbam, No Matter How the Preseat 
(Mt lads-Kepablieais Will TMt 
the disatiei. 



Frankfobt, Ky., March 23.— The Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals will adjourn this 
week for the annual recess between the 
January and April terms, and before it 
adjourns will, of course, take action in 
the Beckham eligibility salt and the 
Meacham anti-primary salt. Just how 
the court will decide these suits and the 
effect of the decisions on the political 
situation in the State is a most absorbing 
question to thousands of voters just at 
this time. 

The majority of t!ie most eminent law- 
yers agree that the court will likely ad- 
here to former adjudications and hold 
that it has no jurisdiction in either ca^. 
If this be correct then the questions aa 
to the eligibility of Governor Beckham 
and the legality of the primary remains 
unsettled and a consequent menace to 
harmony in the party. Conceding that 
Governor Beckham will be nominated 
and receive the majority of the votes in 
November if his eligibility is not passed 
on by the Court of Appeals, then it is 
the ezpraased intention of the Repabli- 
cans to contest his ele<-tion on the ground 
of his ineligibility under the Constitution 
and to take the contest to the United 
States Supreme Court for final adjudica- 
tion. They say it ia true that in the 
case of Taylor vs. Beckham the Supreme 
Court declined to take jurisdiction of the 
oontest, hot that was because it was a 
qoeatfon of facto as to whether illegal 
votes were caat or not; that in the con- 
test against Beckham this fall It will be 
a question solely of constitutional con- 
struction, and that the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of Boyd vs. 
Thayer, from Nebraska, decided that it 
bad and would take jurisdiction in State 
election contesta where the construction 
of a State constitution ia involved. 

On the other hand, if the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals decides that it haa 
jurisdiction of the present cases and 
holds that Governor Beckham is eligible 
for re-election, it is claimed by the Re- 
publicans that such a decision wi}l not in 
any way preclude a contest on the same 
grounds Ijiifore the Legislature or in the 
courte after his election in November. 

If the Court of Appeals declines to 
take jurisdiction of the present suits it 
is not known what the State Executive 
Committee will do,' but ~ it Is presumed 
that the refusal of the eub-committoe to 
place Governor Beckham's name on the 
ballot will be readnded and his name 
will go on the ballot just as if no suit 
had ever been tiled to compel the com- 
mittee to put it on.
